Over the last 10 or so years I have probably had about a dozen of the 32V 
series transmitters. I was always able to get between 90 and 110 watts of 
carrier out depending on the position of the voltage switch. I must admit, I 
hardly ever power anything up prior to making it cosmetically pretty and 
electrically right. Which for the electrical part often meant replacing some 
of the tough to get at mica caps in the RF section. Anyway, the power you 
are getting implies something is wrong. I am sure you will find what it is. 
It is rarely the 4D32, but right now they are very cheap and common so it is 
worth a try. But more than likely you have some capacitor problems and will 
share in the joys the rest of us had to go through to get them right. 73 -

I'll be very quick with my comments. Purpose-built military stuff has 
been a part of amateur radio for at least 55 years that I know of. 
It's also been a part of this list as long as I've been on it, which I 
think is now going on 7 years. We've had at least one person (Dave 
Stinson) on the list whose work has a real focus on 1943-new mil-spec 
stuff as long as I've been on it, and I'm sure there are others. Let 
me tell you about the value of my ZM-4B/U resistance bridge (1936 mil 
spec, and no vacuum tubes) and no toob hamshack should be without an 
LM or BC-221 frequency meter (Navy and Army stuff). And what about 
all those URM-25 signal generators that folks are using? Can you 
old-time hams say "ARC-5?" TI thought you could. 


Stan Griffiths, who used to post here, got a lot of flak about 
mentioning Tek's hybrid scopes. 547 and 1A1 or 1A4 are just chock 
full of transistors, along with some tubes, and are very handy devices 
on a bench, even if they are big. And my 575 Transistor Curve Tracer 
has long since earned its keep doing what it was made to do. 


Right now, I'm working on a Webster-Chicago wire recorder, after a 
couple of years not doing much of anything because I'm getting paid to 
work with modern stuff ("worker" in Czech is "robot," as in Karel 
Capek's play "RUR"). Said wire recorder has four toobs, and now has 
lots of new resistors and caps to go with them.

Tek-knowledgists; 


I tried to give this thing away a while back and got several replys that 
caused more questions than answers. The CRT was removed from a non 
operational 561B 'scope. I do not know the condition of the tube other 
than what I can see with my eyes. The Tekronix logo part number label 
says: 


(Tek logo) 

400 1T5610-31-1 
154 144 pat. pend. 
Made in USA 


I was not able to cross that part number to the p/n's listed on Stan 
Griffiths' website. I did not get a reply to an e-mail I sent. The face 
of the CRT has the standard 8 x 10 cm internal graticule. There are no 
visible burns in the phosphor. I surmise from the label that the phosphor 
is P31, the standard green phosphor for most scopes. The tube has the 


large round 14 pin phenolic base. 


I would like to give the CRT to anyone who has a serious need for this 
tube, i.e., to repair a scope. If no one needs a tube for repairs then 
someone can have it as a spare for a bench scope. If you think you can 
have the tube just to sell it, you don't know about my network of spies, 
operatives and their contractors (hi!). Of course the winning bidder gets 
to pay shipping, as always.

Radio Artistes; 


The cabinet of a Hallicrafters SX-110 I acquired not too long ago sports an 
amateurish attempt to repaint it. Not that the finish was so bad looking, 
although the surface could have been better prepared, but there was no 
attempt to mask off the rear panel in order to prevent painting 
Hallicrafter's silk screening. Not that the information was so important, 
it's just part of the way the radio is that Hallicrafters intended. In 
this case the over spray on the rear panel made the cabinet look downright 
crappy. I decided to experiment to see what could be done to strip the 
spray can paint from the rear panel without damaging the silkscreening. Oh 
happy day! I hit on a formula that worked perfectly. I started with a 
mixture of mineral spirits (paint thinner) and carburator cleaner and as I 
increased the percentage of carburator cleaner I noticed the overspray 
beginning to dissolve. As I continued I eventually found that the 
carburator cleaner by itself was the perfect solvent for this job. The 
oversparay yielded easily and there was not even a hint of Hallicrafter's 
paint being affected. What did I use? Berryman Product's B-12 Chemtool, 
part number 0117. That's the stuff in the aerosol can. I just spayed some 
on a soft cloth and rubbed, being careful to watch how I was doing. 


On the safety front, B-12 Chemtool is obnoxious, toxic, and highly 
flammable. All the precautions for safe use and fire prevention are a 
must. Protective gloves, very good ventilation and no ignition sources 
nearby. Here is the MSDS from the Berryman Products website:

The formula for success in this case is not necessarily applicable to any 
other radio, not even other SX-110's. Always proceed with caution. If the 
solvent you start with is too strong the results could be disastrous to 
silk screening. As a rule, most silk screenings are as solvent resistant 
as the finish coat of paint. But that is not guaranteed. Try to find an 
obscure area of silkscreen that can be easily repaired and test your 
formula by applying a small amount on a cotton swab. If you sense that 
your solvent is too strong immediately flush the surface with clean mineral 
spirits and let things dry.

At the recent Atlanta Hamfest I acquired a HQ-180A in better than average 
condition. 

However, When in the AM position and I switch from (Both) sidebands to 
(Upper) and then to (Lower) I have to significantly retune the receiver to 
get the sideband into the passband selected. 


This does not seem to be a problem in the SSB mode. 

>From the manual it explains that on SSB it uses a xtal osc in the 180A but 
that osc is not, of course, used in either the AM or CW modes. Thus, I 
suspect that one if not both of the IFs is mistuned. 


The alignment calls for inserting 3035kcs. signal to tune L4, 15,T4,T3,7T2,T1 


I have previously owned an HQ-170A and another HQ-180A and in the AM mode you 
could switch from Both to Upper and Lower with no change in frequency. Of 


course you would receive only the selected sideband of the AM signal when 
selecting either sideband. 


I have talked to others who have the same receiver and they also have stated 
problems when they try to select a single sideband on an AM signal. 


Any suggestions and recommendations as to where to start hunting for the 
cause of the problem? I have completed a realignment and it has not seemed 
to make any significant difference.
